an arrow. One man had tear 'dogwood 
switche*' (arrows) In his body, one of 
which was in bla bowels.

com* down on to a stream tbat flows in 
another direction. Also remember tbat 
your camp!« near iracb and socb a looking 
bill, or, better still, tbat It Is in range 
with two mountain peaks. It is always 
better on tbe first day or two not to get 
out of tbe valley In which yottr camp is 
located, bat if you shoald do no, go back 
tbe way that yon came, Hhort oats In a 
new country lose many a bunter. 


Always carry a compass, as tbere is no 


way of telling tbe points of tbe compass 
by means of bark or branches tbat can be 
relied upon. Remember tbe direction la 
wbicb yoar camp Is, and then if you get 
really lost, nit down, build a fire and 
aakeabigamoka This is supposing that 
yon have companions, as no greenhorn 
should be alone in camp. They will look 
you up the next day, ana it Is better to 
si* by a fire and take it easy than it is to 
run ail over tbe country. Kvery year men 
are tost in the mountains wbo, if they bad 
kept cool and sat down and made a smoke, 
would have been in camp by noon tbe 
next day. Instead of tbis tbey loss their 
beads, travel cl«or out of tbe vicinity ot 
tbe camp, and sometimes suffer terrtbJjr 
or die of starvation before being found.—
